(2) fo help in the establishment and development of 
mathematical centres; 
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(3) To give financial assistance to research projects and 
to doctoral and post-doctoral scholars; 

(4) To assess the nature and extent of mathematical 
inputs necessary in application and to suggest steps 
for training adequate personnel specially in areas 
where sophisticated mathematics is involved; and 

(5) To determine the funds required for the>e activities 
and to administer these funds through a suitable 
machinery set up for this purpose- 

GENERAL 

(1) The Headquarters of the Board shall be at Bombay 
but it may hold its meetings at any other station 
also. 

(2) The Board will generally function autonomously and 

will frame its own budget taking into account the 
funds made available by this Department- It vull 
have Standing Committees for Research, University. 
Education and School Education- It will function 
through an Executive Committee,. The administrative 
support shall be provided by Tata Institute of Funda¬ 
mental Research, Bombay till a separate administrative 
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unit is set up by the Board- The Board will be funded 
through annual grants made by the Department of 
Atomic Energy. 

TRAVELLING AND OTHER ALLOWANCES 

The non-official members will be paid travelling and daily 
allowances for attending the meetings of the Board at rates 
fixed by the Government of India from time to time.
